He Explains Bis Folioy* 

LoNDOX, Aug. 10. — At the lord mayor's 
banquet to her Majesty's niinisturs this 
ovonini,' Gladst</no, responding to the lord 
mayor's congi"atulatiiin.s, said lie had boon 
fifty years in tho service of tho country, 
and o.xpi'cssod thu hope tliat he should 
not fail during what may bo the short re- 
mainder of bis public life to Horvo his 
queen and country faithfully to tho end. 
"I uni sanguino," lie said, "wo have 
passed the monietil of danger, and that 
there will be wi.sdom and harmony in tlio 
v.'ork and deliberations of parliament for 
tho remainder of the present year." lie- 
forring to the Egyptian question he said: 
'•It is of vital importance that tlio posi- 
tion of England should imt be minundor- 
Btood. Our foreos have gone to Egypt in 
prospcoli ii ><i the great interests of tho 
empire; and unless thooc interests osiatod 
it Viould not have been possible for us to 
find ^usti6cation for intervention, But 
let it bo known and proclaimed from tliis 
.spot — thi.s spot, whtuh affords a cliaiinel 
of cnmuiunication with tho svorld not in- 
ferior to tho senate itself — that those in 
terests are not ours alone, but intureat« 
wo hnvo in common with every statu in 
Europe; nay, with the whole civilized 
world." (Cheers.) 

Referring to tho Suez ctnal Mr. Qlad- 
fltonesaid: "It ia e.'-sential for mankind 
that that gate should be open and that 
tho country in which it is situated should 
bo peaceable and orderly and under a 
legal L'overnmeiit. The utmost wo havo 
in view, though i.So burden and honor of 
pcrfi'rnung it may full upon ourselves, is 
a work which it is essential for every 
country in Europe to perform, and tho 
porfurniance of which cannot but re- 
dound — if it ba aas'iciated with high and 
disinterested objects — to tho honor of 
those upon whom tho burden is cast." 

Mr. Gladstone continued: "We do not 
go to war witli tlie Egyptian peoplo, but 
to rescue them from the i.qiprossion 
of military tyranny ; imr do v,o make war 
upon the Mahomniedan religion, as Eng- 
lishmen respect the convictions of be- 
lievers in every other faith. We do not 
want to repress the growth of liberty in 
Egypt; but desire t iiaf -ihe br> prosperini.J. 
England gnps to E'ivpt with, clean liands 
and with no secret iiitoniions to conceal 
from other nations. There is a class of men 
besides tho military who require to bo 
overawed — men who were tho instru- 
ments of former oppressions, and who 
wish well to military tyrainny bocaufio it 
would provide fi.T a revival of abtiHesand 
cruelty already oxtingui.shed or niiti- 
gatod." Air. filaclstoiio expresnod hope 
tor a speedy and Buceossful issue to the 
expedition. Ho ruferri.'d to tho working 
of the land -act, and iiKiintainod that .some 
progress had been made toward.s the re- 
storation of settled order in Ireland. 

Cliilders, socrutary of state for war, i-e- 
plying to tlio toast to tho army, said tliai 
from to-niorrow two or three ships in 
succcasion, day after day, would bo land- 
ing troops in Egypt ready to strike a lilow 
at whatever point hfir Garnet Wolsaley 
thinks it ia right to operate. 

The Earl of ISorthbrook, fn-st, lord of 
tho admiralty, replied to tlic toast to the 
navy, and Earl Cowper to tho toast to tlio 
rosorvo forces. Lord Solborne and Lord 
Garlingford were among tho guests, who 
numbered over 300.

' Supreme Court. 

Saturday, August 12. 

(Ik'Iore tho Jlon. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

In tho Petition of Right of Lo- 
nevuo ei al, known a.s the Porsoveraiico 
Coal Co., against Her Majesty tho 
Queen. -ta-. 

In this caso I abstain from any de- 
cision upon tho question as to what right 
if any i.s created by .a license from tiio 
Crown to aurvoy lands, in oYdor upon tho 
subsequent approval of tho Crown — to 
obtain a grant thereof, or how far such a 
pormission or license is not at any time 
revocable at tho option of tho Grown — or 
what may or may not bo a reasonable 
period within which such license should 
be acted upon; simply observing that the 
policy of tho law i.s decidedly against 
slumboriiig right.s or tying up tho 
Crown proportyto enable parties to t.ake 
advantage of a subsequent or unexpected 
advance in value; and that it would ro 
'qiiii'o anTxffoniely strong case to sustain 
a Petition of Right against tho Crown 
whore tho liccncees havo not with reason- 
able diligence carried out or attempted 
to carry out tho permission or license 
given. 

This cast), however, will turn on an en- 
tirely difierunt ground. The petitioners 
represent tho Perseverance Coal Com- 
pany — and are allcsjod to bo clothed with 
the right.s pertaining to that conipanj. 
The petition asserts, and it is not doniod 
in the .in.swer i>y the .Vtlornoy (ieiioral 
on belialf i f the Crown, that the lioeii^o 
to tho iJOlitionors to survc}' tho 1,000 
acres now clainioil was a licuuso granted 
and was to be accepted by them in full 
of all alleged claims of tho petitioners 
against the Crown to a much larger grant 
of land; and it wa.s admitted in the 
iirguiiuMit that this alleged claim was to 
tho o.xtent of 0,000 acres. It must con- 
sequently be assumed that there was some 
good consideration movins; the Crown to 

franl tho license now claimed. The present 
'otition ot Right therefore rests upon a 
ditfereiit basis from that of a nioro at- 
tempt to enforce a bare license or permis- 
sion. It is a licoiiae on good consider- 
ation- The iulo of liqiiily will oouie in. 
Tho petitioners ought to havo the survey 
and thu 1,000 acres. Tho Crown ought 
to have had the money at tho end of tho 
p(>riod within which, had due diligence 
been used by tho petitioners, tho sur- 
veys could have been oomplotcd. That 
period is conceded n.i about two inontha. 
The permission was granted On the 17th 
May 1875. Tho §1,000, tho price stip- 
ulated, sitould havo boon paid thcroforo at 
tho latest by tho 1st of Atlgust 1875. 
Treating the agreomont in equity as 
having boon tit that time completed, I ho 
petitioners get tho advance in tho value 
of the projierty and tho crown- interest 
on the monoy that should havo boon 
paid. Let the petitioners therefore [j.iy 
to tho crown 81000, with interest at seven 
per cent, from the 1st of August, 187o; 
and let tho crown, on due proof tliat tlio 
petitioners roprosont and are clothed 
with the rights of tho Persovoranco Coal 
Company, give to' the petitioners a li- 
cense to survey, in accordance with the 
statutes ill such ease made anil provided, 
and when such survey is approved of, a 
grant from tho crown of tho said 1000 
acres. No costs will bo allowed.

Is Sho Arml&7 for a Crisis ?

Troops have 
been hurried down toward Cauaaaus, 
where it is aaid that 200,000 men aro now 
collected with all stores and munitions of 
war ready for a deacent upon tho Bospho- 
rus should an opportunity oll'er. It is 
said that delay in England in forwarding 
hor army to Egypt ban been caused by 
a knowledge of those facts, and tho cal- 
ling out of English rosorvos and accept- 
ance of the services of some of the vol-

■sdgo. q he internal state of Russia is 
such that any change would be for the 
hotter. Not only aro tho groat bulk of 
the pooplo discontented, but among the 
upper class there is considerable hostility 
to tho present czar. Under those circum- 
stances the emperor turns towardu for- 
eign affairs with the expectation that a 
war with England, which would be very 
popular, woiild unite all Russian classes 
against a common enemy. Tho only ob- 
stacle to war ia the attitude of Germany. 
Count Bismarck ia said t" give his un- 
swerving su[)port to Gladsti<no's Eastern 
policy, and in the event of a general Eu- 
ropean war (TOrmany would bo supported 
both by Austria and Italy."

Ever sinco tho raising of tho wreck of 
the lost Explorer a story has boon going 
the rounds of the press, in some cases re- 
ceiving fresh additions from tho locording 
scribes, reflecting must severely on tho 
memi>ry of the lato Captain WtiddoU, and 
cauain^; his family no little personal au- 
guifih. Frciu competent authority we 
f<:ithor the following as the true history 
of tho vessel and its wreck : 

The schooner was bjilt by the late 
John Waddell in 18GG for a yacht, and 
waa capable of Ciirrying some 2600 bushels 
of grain in her hidd; sho cost about 
65000. In tho fall of 18C7 ho loaded her 
for the Georgian Buy, not with'Svhis- 
key or goods valued at §18,000," or capa- 
ble of being in.^ured at such a figure, but 
with goods for Collins' Inlet, where ho 
had large mills, then as now known aa 

Waddell's Mills." Tho goods were 
valued at S2000, and vouched for by re- 
spectablo firms, some of whom aro now 
in existence, and woro insured for the 
autn of 81500, and tho hull for 82500. 

There was nothing in tho condition or 
poaition of tho vessel at the tinio of her 
raising that would cmitraSict the afUdavit 
of Mr. Waddell/as filed with the cumpany 
who had tho insurance on tho hull. Mr. 
Waddell's statement waa that, feeling the 
vessel getting lower in tho wator, ho 
called to the men who were below, bnt 
getting no response, ho jumped into tho 
yawlboat and cut hor adrift. When last 
ho saw' the schooner aho was drifting in 
tho direction whore found. He was de- 
layed by Btorm for some fivo or sis days 
from reaching Owen Sound, tho nearest 
inhabited place, and as of course ho left 
the acliooner with.out anything, he waa in 
It pitiablo state when ho reached the 
sound, being in bed delirious for two 
weeks aftor his arrival. 

We have ourselves examined the bot- 
tom of tho vessel for auger holes or signs 
whore the samo bad been plugged up, but 
could find none. There woro no akoletoua 
found in tho vessel whon raised, aa re- 
ported. Tho door of the cabin waa pulled 
off by a vesaol grappling for tho wreck, 
together with part of the cabin, that ton 
mon could not havo moved with brute 
force. 

Tho exact pnsitioe of tho vessel wan net 
found for some aevon or eight yeara after 
the disaster, but tho tale regarding tho 
aame (at Crat originated from whole cloth) 
has been repeated and retold "o often that 
it has at list begun to bo believed astruo 
and thus given to tho papers aa bonafide. 
There being no cargo of any great value 
in her at thu timo, tho insurunco on it 
wa.'? not claimed, and no more than or- 
dinary precauticms were taken before tho 
lr.,11 iii3ura::co was paid. 

\\'hy a vessel owner wotild make away 
with a craft that cost S?5,000 the year bo- 
fore for tho sake of drawing an iiiauranco 
of ?2,C00 ia beyond our conjecture. 

None of Jlr. Waddell's sons have since 
diod, but all aro aucco.iaful and influential 
business men at tho present timo.

The Oollejji) ischool has, for the laat 22 
years, boon doing a most important and 
uKuful work in tho education and training 
of boyM. It Ims experienced the ordinary 
llucttiution.s lo which nil bchoola %vithout 
endowiuoiiL iiru noces.sitrily liable, but 
li!ip[)ily liii.s Niu vivod Iheui, and to all ap- 
pi::iniiices was entering upon a new period 
of iisefulmiss and prosporily. The ex- 
pectation, thus fonnctl \ias for thu' nios 
niont diopoUed by tliu fire whiuh deprived 
the School of its limg-ostablishod local 
habitation on Cliinvh Hill. This dis- 
aster, inuVii uiniiio ii:s it uiidoiibtodly ii», 
niny liowovtr provtt a turning,' pbint in 
ihi- lii.sfory of the School, and tend even- 
tu;Uly to il.i 1 o-foLiiidiitiun on a wider 
ba.sis, willi a greiitor reach in the way of 
acceptability and of uscfiilno^ to the 
Province at laigi-. 

Two qvteslmns raiiio proniineiilly Ix)- 
foro tho Council in liieir doliberniions :

In considering these two quoations tho 
Council weru unaniiiiou.s in advising both. 
They feel lhai ihe claims of higher fidu- 
caiion 111 a oi'iiiiiuuuly nucli aa ours, are 
now Hdyiiiiced enutigli to call for fiillor 
develi'pinen: and enlarged o[)portunjtie3. 
Tlu-y ai'K also of opinion that even. on 
maierial grounds, ihu ostublishmont of 
■:oi)d Puarding .School' for' boys muBt°'bi^ 
an object which itll would fi^ve' an'-iniei*- 
est in aiding and furthorinffi aa -b^ing 
benoticial in many ways to -tnozcommu- 
niiy gonerally. 

Aa a local Day School, Lho. College 
School would, as in provibus years, con- | 
tinue to supply an acknowledged want, ! 
but M a Boarding School its influence I 
and advantages, direct and indirect, 
would bo felt more e-\tonsivoly in our 
midst. Aiiioriran loeiini; ii oulliciently 
in favr r id I'.'iigli.'di training for their 
children lo juBtily tiiu ovpnclation 
that a ciiiisidiTiililii lunnber of boys 
niiufhl bo draivn from tho United States 
lo such an Institution, and ^ho w«ill- 
Iviiown heiillhiness and beautiful hut- 
roundings i 1 Vie-toria, wbero the .School 
has been in opi'i-aiioii fur ho in.'iny ycar.Hj 
wiHild iindoubledly attiaci tciupoi'ai'y in- 
hubitaiits ilesiinns of availing thoni.^elvcs 
of the eiluiMtioi.al advant.iges thus of- 
fered. At the samo time it is hoped that 
such a School ofliciently conducted atid 
administered would enable it to Retain, 
as pupils, -boys of our own Province, 
will. SI- parents have been compelled to 
soiul thi-in elsewhere for riiurationai bene- 
fits wliicli lho Ciille;,'!! iSuhui.l would then 
be in a po.silion lo .'.upply. 

Wiiile tho institution thus proposed 
would bo noces-sarily in connection with 
the Church of ILiiglaiul, ilu; Council are 
iiblo to poiiu e'l.iiruloni Iy to tlic boy.s « ho 
have passed lluuugli llu> .Si:)i,,.ul dur- 
ing tho last 2'J years, many of whom wore 
not Church of England boys, in proof 
that in tiio future, as in tho p.ist, tho con- 
scientious scruples nf all will be re- 
spected. 

Tho Council havu thoieforo no hesita- 
tion i.i appealing for tho sympathy and 
aid of tho l*ublic in furtherance of the 
two apooial objects at which thoy aim, 
viz , the develnpment of higher. (Univor- 
siiy) cducaii' n, .and tho establishment of 
a Provincial P.i.nrdiiig .Sehcol, fully 
iMluippccl in ri'siiect of huilding.s and ap- 
purl i;iiaiicci< as may lielit, wh;it ii is trusted 
will be till! great English Pulilic School 
of tho Pacific Coast. Similar Institutions 
have iilruady boon founded and aro buc- 
ce-ssfully inaiiitaitied in the otl)ec Pro- 
vinces of the Diiininion, and have com- 
inandod general iiiterost and support.
